Examination of Rats — Shanghai. 

During the six weeks ended December 1, 1917, 1,617 rats were 
examined at Shanghai. No plague infection was found. The last 
plague-infected rat at Shanghai was reported found May 6, 1916. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 
Examination of Rats — Liverpool. 

During the five weeks ended December 15, 1917, 1,843 rats were 
examined at Liverpool. No plague infection was found. 

INDO-CHINA. 
Cholera — Plague — Smallpox— Leprosy— September, 1917. 

During the month of September, 1917, 74 cases of cholera, 34 cases 
of plague, and 193 cases of smallpox were notified in Indo-China. 
For the month of August, 1917, the reported prevalence was as 
follows: Cholera, 328 cases; plague, 50 cases; smallpox, 234 cases. 
The distribution of these diseases during the month of September, 
1 9 1 7 , was as follows : 

C1.ole.ra. — Province of A nam, 13 cases; Cambodia, 19 cases; 
Cochin-China, 32 cases; Kwang-Chow-Wan, 10 cases; total, 74 cases. 
The total for the corresponding month of the previous year was 107 
cases. 

Plague.- — Province of Anam, 12 cases; Cambodia, 12 cases; Cochin- 
China, 10 cases; total, 34 cases. The total for September, 1916, was 
26. 

Smallpox. — Province of Anam, 61 cases; Cambodia, 7 cases; Cochin- 
China, 124 cases; Tonkin, 1 case; total, 193 cases. The total for 
September, 1916, was 25. 

Leprosy. — During the month of September, 1917, 20 cases of 
leprosy were notified in Indo-China, of which 12 cases were notified 
in the city of Hanoi, Tonkin, and 8 in two localities in Cochin-China.
